Sanitary report from Yokohama. 

Yokohama, Japan, April 29, 1898. 
Sie: I have the honor to forward herewith my regular report of 
infectious diseases in Japan for period April 11 to April 28, inclusive. 
The existence of a few cases of cholera in Tokyo and Yokohama is 
now admitted. They are, however, apparently without connection with 
each other, and, so far, there is no evidence of tendency to become 
epidemic. 

The single case of plague returned from Nagasaki was that of a 
Chinese on British steamship Rohilla, from Hongkong to Japanese 
ports, and was detected at quarantine on the 21st instant, the patient 
dying in hospital on the 23d. TSo transmission of infection appears to 
have occurred. This is the sixth or seventh instance of the detection 
of plague at Japanese quarantine stations since the first outbreak of the 
disease at Hongkong in 1894, and in every case the precautions taken 
have been successful in limiting the spread of the malady.
